“We never did get into action 
until that night, though,” he said. 
“We were all on the alert, ex- 
pecting the Japs to come back, 
when in comes this plane, blacked 
out, without communicating with 
the field at all—we let her have 
it. And that’s how it happens 
that the one and only plane I have 
shot down in this war was an 
American bomber. The pilot was 
the only one who bailed out.” 

Shipped to New Isle. 

After December 7 Tidwell stay- 
ed in Hawaii for three. mopths, 
and then was shipped out to a

French Groups

‘ALGIERS, June 2.—(#)—The 
six-man executive committee head- 
ed jointly by Generals Charles 
De Gaulle and Henri Giraud de- 
cided tonight to meet tomorrow 
and declare itself the governing 
body of all French territory out- 
side Axis domination. 

Heated arguments between the 
two French blocks striving for 
unity caused the collapse of plans 
to formalize the existence of the 
committee today, but after further 
conversations a definite agreement 
was reached for holding the ses- 
sion tomorrow morning. 

Yielding .to Fighting French 
pressure, Peyrouton yesterday sub- 
mitted his resignation to both De 
Gaulle and Giraud, but “the unex- 
plained timing of his letters 
caused repercussions. 

De Gaulle received Peyrouton’s 
note before midnight, promptly ac- 
cepted it, assigned him to a colo- 
nial captaincy in the infantry of. 
Syria—Fighting French territory 
—and then released the news to 
foreign correspondents. 

The Peyrouton Clash. 

Hours later Giraud also re- 
ceived - Peyrouton’s resignation 
note, since he is co-president of 
the new executive committee and 
will alternately preside with De 
Gaulle at subsequent meetings. 

Giraud told Peyrouton to re- 
main temporarily in his. post as 
governor general of Algeria, thus 
countermanding the De Gaulle as- 
signment.to Syria.

4. Requires persons with more 
than $100 income outside wages 
and salaries, and all single per- 
sons with $2,700 income and mar- 
ried persons with $3,500 income, 
to estimate their earnings for 1943 
in a return filed before September 
15, and to pay quarterly beginning 
September 15, 1943, on all of that 
income or the excess over the 
amount withheld under the pay 
roll levy.

Income tax payments made 

March 15 and June 15 of this year 
under the present law will be cred- 
ited to taxes due on 1943 incomes, 
making citizens current.

Householders all over the nation awoke yesterday morning to 
find that condensed and evaporated milk had been taken under 
Uncle Sam’s protective rationing system. 

Questions on the “whys” and “wherefores” of this latest ration- 
ing order flew thick and fast yesterday as housewives and grocers 
sought the answers to various details of the pro- 


gram. 


The move was primarily a conservation meas- 


ure, officials agreed. 


Since only limited supplies 


of this milk are available, it was believed that in 
this way those who needed it most would be more 
able to find it on their grocers’ shelves. 


In making the announcement, OPA urged that 
everyone who could use fresh milk instead of the canned. 


In this 


way, infants, invalids, and anyone who lives out of reach of fresh 


milk will be taken care of. 


One Point Per Pound 
Placed on Canned Milk 


A point value of one point per pound was placed on the con- 
densed and evaporated milk at the time they were added to the 


list of rationed food items. 


No extra points will be allotted for 


the purchase of the milk, officials said, since the people who need 
a great deal of that milk would, in almost all cases, eat corre- 


spondingly less meat and fats. 


In instances where extra amounts of milk are needed and the 
regular number of ration points simply is not enough, application 
may be made at the local rationing boards, where, upon presen- 
tation of a doctor’s certificate certifying a need of additional points, 


extra stamps will be issued. 


Sales of all condensed and evaporated milk must be accom- 


panied by an exchange of points, with one exception. 


This milk 


which was in transit Tuesday, except to consumers, is point-free. 

Many cans of milk weigh six ounces. If a person buys only one 
of these cans, he must give up one _ point, but if he buys two cans 
of the six-ounce size, which totals a little less than a pound, he 
still has to turn over just one point to his grocer. 

All dealers:in canned milk must turn in a record of the number 
of pounds of the canned milk which they had on hand Tuesday 
before the end of their next reporting period.

Defiance by a Traitor 

No excuses, no attempts to shift blame to 
other shoulders, can alter the fact that John 
L. Lewis, in permitting miners of the union he 
heads to go on strike at this time, is respon- 
sible for a situation which constitutes defiance 
of the United States government and treason- 
able betrayal of the nation while at war. 


The mines were taken over by the govern- 
ment weeks ago. Since then they have been 
operated by the government, with the Stars 
and Stripes floating from the flag poles of 
every ‘mine. The men who walked out this 
week did exactly the same thing a soldier does 
when he becomes a deserter from the Army, 


The War Labor Board, official government 
agency for the settlement of all disputes be- 
tween labor and management, ordered that the 
United Mine Workers and John L. Lewis, its 
president, negotiate a new contract with the 
mine operators. With a clause specifying that 
whatever new agreement on wages is reached 
shall be retroactive to April 1, last. 

In striking, the miners acted in outrageous 
defiance of the federal government and its 
authorized agency. They have, by their act, 
placed themselves in the ranks of the Axis, 
working for Hitler, Hirohito, et al, and effect- 
ing a defeat of the American war effort more 
damaging than Hitler or Tojo could possibly 
inflict if either could send a fleet of bombing 
planes over this country. 

It is begging the question for either side 
to the controversy, mine operators or Lewis, to 
assert the other refused to accept any com- 
promise proposal. Both had been ordered to 
negotiate a contract. Rejection of any particu- 
lar proposal does not necessitate breaking off 
o. negotiations. It merely indicates the need 
for further negotiation until a compromise ac- 
ceptable to both is reached, or until one or 
the other is persuaded of the equity of the 
other’s stand. 

What will now happen no man can safely 
predict. All loyal Americans, including the 
overwhelming majority of union workers in all 
organizations of labor, condemn the coal strik- 
ers and pray the federal government will reveal! 
sufficient strength of purpose to deal con- 
clusively with the situation and see that the 
mines are reopened. 

: No man can deny the miners deserve better 
pay and begter working conditions. Under the 
rulings of the War Labor Board and of Secre- 
tary Ickes, fue! administrator in charge of the 
mines, they were certain to secure a large part, 
if not all, of their demands. 

Stubborn insistence upon all they seek, even 
to the extent of deserting their nation in its 
critical hours, brands the coal miners as a 
class as disloyal to their nation. 

The operators may be themselves stubborn 
and unreasonable. They may be guilty of 
setting property values ahead of human 
decency. 

But the fact remains, irrespective of con- 
tributory factors, the strike of the miners has 
made the smudge of coal dust upon a-man’s 
face or hands a badge of infamy instead ol! 
testimony of honest labor. |

In planning its move- 
ments for six months or a year hence, the German high command 
will have to take into account the crippled production capacity of 
war plants affected by our current bombings. Plans cannot be 
made without the assurance of adequate supplies and equipment. 


MAY FOIL OFFENSIVE Indirectly, therefore, it is more 
than possible our stepped-up bomb-

mans make another all-out offensive thrust at Russia this summer. 
Hitler could ill-afford to commit himself to another great effort 
on the Soviet front while there was grave doubt of his war in- 
dustries failing him at home.

“YOUR NOONS ARE HOT” Going from Statesboro to Metter 
there was almost no one on the 
road. There was nothing to do but watch the fields and to feel the 
heat blowing in the window. 


At Metter the buses all stop, great and prehistoric looking, in the 
road. Most of the people get out and go intn .he 
drug store to drink cokes and eat cones of ice 
cream. The girls and the women in slack suits, 
which sweat makes stick to their backs between 
the shoulder blades, pull at their jackets and 
stride in, pushing back damp locks of hair. 
They drink thirstily, looking about them curi- 
ously. 

A few go into the hardware store next .to 
the drug store which has out a sign, “Plenty of 
Cokes.” They stare at the hardware and the 
dishes and the cases of knives and kitchen ware. 

It was quite hot in Soperton and the one 
drug store open was doing a brisk business. 
Customers came in and said, “Gimme a dimes 
worth of water.” Mothers herded small. plain- 
tive children in and bought them ice cream 
cones, 

Jeffersonville looked asleep in the hot sun, 
already as hot as July or August. 

Along the road one could see the waxy-white of the magnolias 
fading, turning yellow in the sun and the dust of summer, 

But mostly the eye went to the fields and to the crops and the 
people in them. No matter if one traveled part of the way by bus, 
‘part of the way in the car of a friend and part of the way by train, 
the fields of Georgia were always outside the window, green and 
young and giving off the smell of new-ploughed earth. The war 
was very far away, but they were fighting the war out in the fields. 

As the train or bus or car goes by those

often wonder what it is that goes through their minds. The bus 
goes by, smelling of gasoline and rubber and metal. The train 
brawls by, whistling, hissing. Smoke blows over the fields, smell- 
ing of coal gas and the hot furnace below the boilers. 

Those chopping cotton always stop and look. Some of them 
wave, 

Do they remember when tney took a trip? Or are they tired, 
wishing they could sit on the cushions and ride, instead of hoeing 
cotton? Or is it merely the American love for a train, a bus 
or a car? 

There were a lot of plows. Always one-horse plows. The 
patient mules or horses plod along. Even the man with the plow 
manages to take a look at the road or the train. Now and then 
he stops and wipes his face with a handkerchief long since made 
red with the dust and sweat from his face. You think of a poem 
by Thomas Hardy: 

“Only a man harrowing clods, 

In a slow, silent walk. 

With a horse that stumbles and nods, 
Half asleep as they stalk. 


“Only thin smoke without flame, 
From the heaps of couch grass, 
Yet this will go onward the same 
Though dynasties pass.” 


There is a curious mixture of farm fighters in the field. There 
were young children and girls and many women chopping cotton. 
There were strong young women plowing. This is a. scene Geor- 
gia always has furnished ‘orth, but this year there are more 
women and girls and children in the fields than ever before. So 
many men are gone to war they are out there in their places. 
There were white women and Negro women plowing fields while 
the men folks plowed in other sections. 


The hay—and this year farmers have been asked to cut grain 
for hay—was ready. There is a desperate situation existing with 
regard to hay. The farmers will need feed this winter and they 
won't be able to get it unless they grow it. They need gasoline 
to haul it and the Office of Defense Transportation is delaying it, 
and refusing it. 

Farm work on the small farm never was easy. It never was 
pleasant. But it is a way of life that men and women like because 
it is their way. So they cling to it even though their farms be 
small and the way hard and misunderstood.

All who are fascinated by the romance of the wild west are 
familiar with the saga of the Donner party. It has been retold 
with variations in a thousand books and short stories. 


There were almost two hundred people, men, women and chil- 
dre, in a caravan of covered wagons, oxen, mules and miich cows. 
Traveling too slowly and by the wrong route, worn 6ut Dy in- 
credible hardships, hunger, thirst and disease, they reached the 
last mountain barrier too late and were caught by early snows a 
few miles short of the peak. 

Indians had stolen or killed most of their stock: their wagons 
had fallen apart: they had discarded household goods, treasures 
and even bags of gold coin; they were utterly exhausted, and they 
had no choice but to hole up in improvised cabins. 


The cattle they hoped to eat soon died and were buried and 
lost in the snow. Food supplies were almost completely exhausted. 

Relief was their only hope, and 17 of the strongest and bravest 
set out to finish the climb and get down the other side of the 
mountains to find help. Two turned back the first day; 15 went 
on in the face of a blizzard. 


They had makeshift snowshoes, but the snow was 25 feet deep, 
without +a crust. Their campfires slowly settled out of sight. At 
night they huddled in a circle, sitting close together with their 
blankets overhead, and let the snow bury them. By morning, 
some who sat there were corpses. 


They started with food for six days—if two spoonfuls can be 
called a day’s ration. It took the survivors 31 days to get through. 
They shot a deer and saw others, but nobody then had strength 
to raise the rifle. They finally resorted to cannibalism—though they 
waited till starvation and cold had done their work. 


They made but qa mile or two a day—sometimes half a mile. 
They were skeletons) no longer rational or able to think. doggedly 
staggering forward,Sometimes crawling, rising to stagger on, utter- 
ly whipped but refusing to quit. 

One part of the story has never been sufficiently stressed. Of 
the 15 who set out to get help, five were white women in their 
twenties. Seven got through, and five of these were women.

By Mann in Report 
On Tattnall

Two slightly different scenarios of future life inside Tatt- 
nall prison were outlined for Governor Arnall yesterday by 
two members of the State Board of Prisons—former Chair- 


man Royal K. Mann and his 
Vivian Stanley. 


In a two-page letter and a four- 
page report, Mann paid an unex- 
pected tribute to Governor Arnall 
sentence of his letter that in- 
cluded a side-swipe at the guber- 
natorial timber of Georgia’s last 


in a 


dozen or so years, most of which 
have been Eugene Talmadge. 
Mann said over his signature: 


“Since my connection with the 


penal system during the last 11 


vears and since I was elected to 
this office, you are the only Gov- 
ernor who has seemed to realize 


the handicaps and vast problems 

under which we (the state’s prison 

system) have been working.” 
Mann’s Comment. 


In verbal comment as he re-| 


leased copies of his message to the 


Governor, ex-Chairman Mann dis- | 


claimed any _ responsibility 
what had happened to Tattnall 
prison while Talmadge was in his 
office and the Talmadge cousin, 
Rolly Lawrence, 
as czar at Tattnall. 

“We were not allowea to ques- 
tion any action of Rolly Law- 
rence.” complained Mann. 
madge would not listen to us. We 
have sent suggestions to Lawrence 
that certain prisoners should be} 
kept inside the walls of Tattnall 
and the next thing we knew Rolly | 
Lawrence had transferred these. 
prisoners to some of the prison 
camps in other sections of the 
state. When we reported these 
zctions of Lawrence to Talmadge, | 
the ex-Governor paid no attention 
to us. Rolly Lawrence ran Tatt- 
nall. The prison commission had 
nothing to say.” 

The two formal reports 
vesterday were the result of a re- 
quest frog the Governor. 

‘Some Disagreements. 

Mann and Stanley disagreed on 
some items mentioned in their 
separate summary of conditions as 
hey saw them. 

Mann believes the presence of 
state troopers inside -the prison is 
bad. 

“It shows,” said Mann, “the lack 
of confidence the State Board of 
Prisons has in the warden, guards 
and employes at the prison. The 
state troopers should be removed 
just as soon as capable men can 
be hired to replace them.” 

Stanley said: 

“The patrolmen whom you sent 
to the prison are worthy and effi- 
cient men. 
job, and their presence is a deter- 
rent which is having a good effect 
on the prisoners.” 

Uniforms Favored. 

Both suggest that uniforms be 
adopted for the new (force of 
guards that is being built by the 
warden in co-operation with the 
state patrolmen. 

Said Stanley 

“I think (the uniforms) will 
give the guards a more dignified 
and commanding appearance, and 
inspire more respect and fear from 
the prisoners.” 

Said Mann: 

“All guards should be put in 
uniform for the inspiring effect 
it would have.” 

Mann dislikes having the pris- 
oners who recently escaped and 
are now working under guards on 
the farm referred to as_ the 
“Eight-Ball Squad”—a name the 
prisoners actually have given 
themselves. 

Mann suggests the mouthful: 
“Maximum Security Squad.”

under the age of 18 and that all 
boys who merit the transfer be 
removed from the prisons into the 
training school. 


Eight or 10 prisoners at Tattnall 
are insane, says Mann, and he 
urges that they be moved to the 
| Milledgeville State Hospital or 
placed in separate quarters where 
they can be treated for their men- 
tal ills. 


X-ray examinations for possible 
tuberculosis among prisoners were 
suggested by Mann. 


The ex-chairman further sug- 
gests full development of all the 
farm resources at Tattnall, and he 
urges that machinery be bought | 
to make this work possible.
